DODGE INJURIES 
WERENTFATAL 


Coroner Says Automobile 
Heir Would Have Lived 
After Explosion 


Little 
Current, 
Ont., Oct. 12. 
(ZP)— A doctor who performed an 
autopsy on the body of Daniel G. 
Dodge told a 
oii.*> Jury here 
today that the 21-year-old heir to 
an automobile fortune would have 
recovered from wounds he suffer­ 
ed when dynamite caps exploded 
In his garage last August 16 if he 
had not drowned. 
The 
witness 
was Dr. K. C. 
Faulkner. Dodge’s body was re­ 
covered In the north channel l l 
miles from here last Sept. 7. After 
a number of witnesses had been 
heard, the Inquest was adjourned 
until October 24 
because 
Mrs. 
Daniel G. Dodge, young widow of 
the millionaire, Is in Windsor. 
Richard Drolet, 
caretaker of 
Dodge’s lodge on Manitoulin Isl­ 
and for eight years, testified that 
the boat out of which Dodge fell 
while being rushed to Little Cur­ 
rent was equipped with lifesaving 
belts, all of which were In good 
condition. 
“Do you know of any reason 
why he couldn’t have been tossed 
one of these lifesavers?” Dr. R. 
N. Simpson, acting coroner, ask­ 
ed. 
“No, I don’t,” Drolet replied. 
Dr. Faulkner testified that in­ 
juries suffered by Dodge in the 
blast were painful, 
but by no 
means fatal. 


OIL TANKS BURN 
AT LINDEN, N. J. 


City Service Employes 
Routed By Explosion 
And Flames 


Linden, N. J., Oct. 12 (ZP)— An 
explosion of undetermined origin 
destroyed a 1,6 80.000-gallon crude 
oil tank today, set fire to a dozen 
more, and turned an acre of the 
Cities Service Refining company’s 
“oil village" into a roaring mass 
of flames. 
The intensity of the heat, which 
routed employes of a company a 
quarter mile away, blocked lire 
fighting efforts. 
Flames contin­ 
ued to shoot as high as 200 feet In 
the air as fireman from five towns 
and nearby factories sought to 
gain control. 
Successive explosions set fire to 
the other dozen tanks which con­ 
tained crude oil, furnace oil, re­ 
fined oil and gasoline. 
Company 
officials were unable to estimate 
damage, and raporta4> tiuu'a were 
only minor casualties. 
Two employes 
were 
cut 
and 
burned while fire fighting. Treat­ 
ed at an ambulance— set up as a 
first aid station 200 feet from the 
blaze— they returned to the fight. 
A company spokesman said ap­ 
proximately 300 wTere working at 
the plant at the time of the first 
explosion.

MICHIGAN FIRE 
HAZARDS HIGH 


Heavy Showers Needed 
to Prevent Blazes In 
Dry Woods 


Lansing. Oct. 12 (ZP)—P. J. Hoff- 
master, state conservation director, 
declared today that Michigan's for­ 
est fire hazard is the worst in two 
years and that the state has been 
“lucky” to not suffer the same fate 
as did Ontario where a raging for­ 
est fire took 20 lives.

An exile since the Bolshevist 
revolution 21 years ago, the 62- 
year-old pretender had been seri­ 
ously ill for two weeks with gan­ 
grene of one leg. He died in the 
American hospital in the presence 
of members of his family and a 
few close friends 
Not all, 
but most white Rus­ 
sians living like himself in exile, 
accepted his claim to be emperor 
and head of the house of Roman­ 
off. The grand duke was a cousin 
of the late Czar Nicholas II, last 
of the dynasty to reign. 
Wheu the grand duke proclaiin­ 
st! him self czar in 1924 he named 
his son, Grand 
Duke 
Vladimir,

RK land toning movement took another 
•tip ahead when 
the 
Delta 
county 
board of supervisors approved the tenta­ 
tive toning ordinance as drafted 
by 
the 
county zoning committee after holding 
series of meetings In various communities 
to discuss the m atter. 
Further studies are contem plated In an 
effort to m ake the ordinance 
as 
fool­ 
proof at possible before it la presented to 
the board of superhlsort next January for 
final adoption. 


The proposed toning ordinance will re­ 
strict the uae of rural lands for 
recrea 
tional, agricultural or conservation pur­ 
poses. 
Its m ain purpose la to prevent the 
settlem ent of fam ilies upon lands unsuit­ 
ed for agriculture and in isolated 
areae, 
•anting the local governments to 
expend 
more for roads and other social services 
than will ever bo received In return In tax­ 
es. 
Tbs protection of property values in 
recreational areas Is another objective of 
land toning. 


Hitler and Bismarck 


KJOW th at 
fbelchsfuehror 
H itler 
has 
created a new and expanded Germany, 
comparisons become 
Inevitable 
between 
bim and the m an who created the 
first 
Germany. 
This year m arks the 40th an­ 
niversary of the death of Otto 
von 
Bis­ 
marck, chancellor of Prusata from 
18SS 
to 1871 and of Germany from 
1871 
to 
1880. 


H itler and Bismarck were each In their 
middle forties when they took over 
the 
helm. 
Each found bls country 
in 
dis­ 
tress at home and uninfluential 
abroad. 
Each put his faith in war as the 
Instru­ 
m ent of the new 
national 
policy. 
Bis­ 
marck created modern Germany by delib­ 
erately instigating w ar— first w ith 
Den­ 
m ark, then w ith 
Austria, 
finally 
with 
Fiance. 
H itler bas gained bls ends 
so 
far by threatening war if he were opposed. 
Neither man had faith In 
anything 
but 
force, force to the utmost, In gaining his 
goal. 
Each played off one nation against 
the other; each took and kept the 
Initi­ 
ative; each was cynically frank in letting 
the end justify the means. 
Bismarck as a youth, like the H itler of 
today, 
professed 
only 
contem pt 
for 
Christianity, likewise for dem ocratic 
in­ 
stitutions. 
But before he became chan­ 
cellor of Prussia, he had swung back 
to 
a profound devotion to orthodox C hristian­ 
ity, and later adm itted that parliam entary 
procedure wee a distinct aid to the m odern 
state. 
The two men are dissimilar also in their 
backgrounds. 
H itler, by birth an Austro- 
German, ie the son of a 
petty 
official, 
with few advantages of education. 
Bis­ 
m arck was of the old landed aristocracy 
of north Germany; a Junker of Junkers; 
well-to-do, well connected, well educated, 
tall, easy and cultivated in bearing. 
H itler is the suprem e and uncontrolled 
dictator of Germany. 
Bismarck 
despite 
his pre-eminence, had checks 
upon 
his 
power. 
One was the emperor. Bismarck, a 
devout believer in the institution of mon­ 
archy, had to listen to his sovereign, even 
if he could usually bring him around by 
threatening to resign. 
The second check 
on the Iron Chancellor was the Reichstag. 
He could at times defy or ignore it, 
but 
sooner or later new revenue was needed, 
and the Reichstag had to be placated or 
obeyed. 
Bismarck, like 
Hitler, 
oppressed 
the 
Catholic Church. 
He expelled the Jesuits, 
and got the Reichstag to give the govern­ 
ment control over Church 
appointm ents. 
Church punishments, other Church 
pro­ 
cedure. 
But after some years of the Kul- 
turkem pf, Bismarck found that he needed 
the support of the Catholic party in 
the 
Reichstag, and peace was patched up be­ 
tween Rome and Berlin. 
Bismarck, like Hitler, persecuted 
the 
Jc'Wh. 
But Bismarck s aid to 
the 
anti- 
Semitic movement in Germany after 
the 
Franco-German W ar was covert, and the 
movement soon died out. 
It never went 
to the extremes of the anti-Semitic perse­ 
cution in Germany today. 
Bismarck, like Hitler, suppressed 
the 
trade unions, the Socialists, other radicals 
and liberals. 
He banned the liberal press, 
had laws enacted aimed only at 
radical­ 
ism, under m artial law expelled certain So­ 
cialist leaders from Berlin, forbade 
So­ 
cialist meetings, tried 
to 
bar 
Socialist 
delegates from the Reichstag. 
But in vain 
-—the Socialist and labor movements grew, 
and the Chancellor finally was compelled 
to combat them chiefly by Improving eco­ 
nomic and social conditions, and by 
pro­ 
posing aa am bitious 
program— only 
in 
part realised— of social security. 
la comparing the two men, one 
hope 
for today may be found in the fact 
that 
Bismarck, after building up German terri­ 
tory, power and prestige to the levels 
he 
desired, ceased fishing in 
troubled 
for­ 
eign waters and concentrated bls if forts 
on reforming 
industry 
and 
commerce, 
basking, law, communications, aud work-

Unemployment Problem 
I 
T IS m ortally easy to take 
a 
running 
jum p into the wrong conclusion, when 
an unexpected bit of news comes over the 
horlion; and the report on women w ork­ 
ers— submitted to President Roosevelt by 
John D. Biggers, director of the Federal 
Unemployment Census — deserves 
some 
careful thought before any deductions are 
baaed on it. 
Mr. Biggers succeeded in 
clearing 
up 
part of the mystery about 
were 
m en's 
missing Jobs have gone. 
The women have 
'cm— to the extent, at least, of 2,740.000 
cases. 
On the basis of 
the 1930 census 
and 
the normal population increase it was ex­ 
pected that by the fall of 1937— when Mr. 
Biggers’ census was taken— there 
would 
be about 11,750,000 women gainfully em ­ 
ployed. 
But when Mr. Biggers made his 
check-up, ho found that there were actu­ 
ally 14,496.000 women holding Jobs. 
Somewhere along the line, then, some­ 
thing quite unforeseen happened, result­ 
ing in an utterly unprecedented Increase 
in the number of women w orkers. 
Census Bureau experts blam e It on the 
depression. 
Ordinarily, 
they 
explain, 
women enter the labor m arket a t the age 
of 20, or thereabouts, and leave it a ftw 
years later— to get m arried, or for other 
reasons. 
But In the half-dosen years they 
haven’t been leaving their 
jobs. 
When 
male members of the family 
lose 
their 
ohs or ean’t find work, the woman who 
has a job hangs on to It. 
Now from all thus It would be easy to 
reach the conclusion th at one cause 
of 
male unemployyment today is the presence 
of too many women in the labor m arket. 
Already you can hear the first faint m ut­ 
tering of stout-hearted 
males 
declaring 
that women’s place is in the home. 
Be­ 
fore long, more and more people will us 
that the unemployment problem won’t be 
solved until women give up their Jobs. 
Yet this would be one of those 
easy 
conclusions that don’t stand up under an­ 
alysis. 
Suppose we did chase those extra 
2,- 
740,000 women out of their Jobs and 
re­ 
placed them with men: 
we 
still 
would 
have m ade only a small dent in the unem ­ 
ployment situation. 
The 
basic 
problem 
would rem ain unsolved. 
The nation's pay­ 
rolls would not he higher by one 
dime. 
The total income going to the families of 
working folk would not be increased 
in 
the least. 
We would be precisely where we 
were 
before, except that the identities of some 
two and three-quarters millions 
of 
the 
workers would be different. 
Nor would we be better off if we went 
a lot farth er 
and 
replaced 
more 
and 
more women workers 
with 
men. 
We 
would not have progressed on Inch in the 
direction of Improving the general 
well­ 
being of people who have to work for 
a 
living. 
The unemployment problem ceases 
to 
exist only when any Industrious, capable, 
honest cltisen who wishes a job can 
get 
one. 
Any "solution” which doesn t bring 
us nearer that day is no solution at all.

BAFBX! UA ROSI NEEDED

lf the amendment is 
defeated politician* might construe It aa 
proof th at Michigan residents are not par­ 
ticularly concerned about diversion 
and 
are willing to have automobile tax money 
i used for relief, schools, 
state 
building 
' projects and what not. 
It Is certain that 
ii politicians get this Idea through defeat 
of the amendment they 
will 
be 
greatly 
| tempted to raid the auto tax fund in forth­ 
coming legislative sessions. 
This outcome would be highly undesir­ 
able. 
Diversion of auto tax money has be­ 
come a m ajor bugbear in many states and 
the fact that little of it has been recorded 
in Michigan doe* not mean that Michigan 
politician* have not had their 
eyes 
on 
these funds. 
They have been watching for 
the first opportunity to dip into the pot 
and have refrained from doing so 
only 
because of conviction 
that 
the 
public 
would not stand for it. 
Rejection of the 
am endm ent would give them 
much 
en­ 
couragem ent and might result in legisla­ 
tive m an-handling of auto tax cash 
that

Washington, D. 0 .—-A fter nearly a cen 
tury and a half the regalia of the 
Holy 
Roman Empire have been restored to the 
custody of the ancient city of Nuremberg 
In Bavaria. 
The restoration came as 
result of the absorption Of A ustria by the 
German Reich as, since 1818, the regalia 
had reposed at Vienna after having been 
at various places following removal from 
Nurembttrg in 1798. 
It was a part of the program of Chan­ 
cellor Hitler to effect this restoration as 
lie has shown a certain consistency in re 
aw akening old thoughts In the minds of 
the Germanic peoples. 
Thus he chose the 
relatively insignificant town of Godesberg 
as a base from which to carry on his re 
cent negotiations in connection with the 
Sudeten assumption in Ctechoslovakla, In 
stead of the capital, Berlin, because Godes­ 
berg Is on the site of Drakenfels which 
was the home of the 
ancient 
Teutonic 
gods, 
it is true th at the Holy 
Roman 
Empire did not recognise W otan but the 
history of the Em pire Is closely intertw in­ 
ed with early Germanic lore and Nurcm- 
burg, at various times, was the capital and 
seat of the Emperors. 
So restoration 
of 
the regalia to N urem burg 
was 
another 
backward looking gesture 
calculated 
to 
stim ulate the atavistic emotions 
of 
the 
German people and Intensify German na­ 
tionalism. 
The splendid regalia of the Holy Ro­ 
man Empire have traveled much. 
It 
Is 
known that In 1196 they were kept at the 
Castle of Trlfels at Rhenanta by 
Henry 
VI. 
The lu x em b o u rg Em perors kept the 
jewels In Bohemia, Charles VI kept them 
at Prague and W enceslaus at 
Karlstein. 
The Emperor Higismund transferred the 
regalia to Pest and, in 1424, at the 
sug­ 
gestion of the Pope, they were taken back 
to Nuremburg. 
There these crown jewels 
remained for centuries. 
They were ex­ 
hibited to the populace once a year on the 
fourteenth day after Good Friday. 
The French General Jourdain attem pted 
to seize them In 1796 but a devout Nurem- 
burger got possession 
first 
and, 
hiding 
them unde ra cartload of m anure, carted 
them to Prague. Thence they went to Reg­ 
ensburg and then down the 
Danube 
to 
Vienna. When Napoleon threatened Vienna 
the regalia were transferred to Budapest. 
The year 1809 saw them in flight to Tem- 
esvar and it was not until 1818 that they 
were returned to Vienna. 
It would be difficult to assign to 
any 
Item among the regalia a chief place. The 
oross may be, however, regarded 
as 
of 
prim e interest. 
It Is of gold, richly em­ 
bossed and chased and Its hollow base Is a 
reliquary which contains a fragm ent 
of 
the True Cross and also a nail therefrom . 
The Cross of Em pire Is believed to have 
been made In 1032. 
— PRICELESS JE W E II AND 
VESTMENTS-— 
The Crown— as much a symbol of 
the 
im perial dignity as the Cross itself— may 
be regarded as of equal Importance 
and 
value. 
It is fashioned of eight plates of 
pure gold thus form ing an octagon, these 
plates being chased and embossed like the 
Cross and also studded with pearls 
and 
other precious atones. 
Also 
each 
plate 
bears an enamel inset upon which appear 
words from the Holy Scriptures. 
Rising 
above the frontal plate, which Is higher 
than the other seven, is a golden cross. 
W holly aside from its religious and 
his­ 
torical value the worth In pure gold and 
jewels of this crown Is substantial. 
Then there is the Orb, another symbol 
of holy imperial m ajesty. 
It Is 
of 
gold 
w ith a jewel-studded cross rising from it. 
There are three swords among the regalia. 
One is called the Sword of Investiture, the 
one used at the coronation of a Holy Ro­ 
man Emperor. 
There also Is In the 
col­ 
lection the sword reputedly used In bat­ 
tle by Charlem agne. 
While the Sword of 
Investiture Is very simple, the Sword 
of 
Charlem agne has an ornate hilt 
and 
Is 
obviously of O riental workm anship. 
An­ 
other weapon is the Sword of St. Maurice 
which, like the first-nam ed, is com par­ 
atively simple although there 
is 
some 
chasing on the hilt. 
There Is the Imperial Mantle which the 
Holy Roman Emperor wore at his coron­ 
ation and on state occasions. 
It 
is 
a 
m agnificent creation and, 
considering 
it 
wfas made at Palermo in 1138 for Roger 
II, is in a remarkable state of preserva­ 
tion. 
One might expect a 
garm ent 
to 
■how some signs of wear after more than 
800 years. 
The mantle was made by Sar­ 
acen craftsm en, slaves. 
It is richly em­ 
broidered in gold and pearls. 
The lining 
consists of eight pieces of dyed 
dam ask 
stitched in gold. 
The mantle has as many 
colors as Joseph’s 
coat — red. 
mauve, 
green, blue, yellow, white,

W ashington— No one around the W hite 
House is saying much about It, but 
the 
President’* feeling toward 
Cham berlain, 
Mussolini and H itler It a degree lets than 
luke-warm these days. 
His feeling for H itler and Mussolln has 
been frigid for a good many m onths, but 
the lowered tem perature toward Cham ber­ 
lain comes of hts belief th at 
the 
Prim e 
M inister lent him self to the perversion of 
Roosevelt’s proposal of a general 
E uro­ 
pean conference, so that it degenerated 
Into a secret sell-out of small democracies. 
Though It was not made public a t the 
time, Roosevelt’s proposal to H itler, tele­ 
graphed ju st before the Munich 
confer­ 
ence, envisaged a m eeting of eight or more 
powers, Including Russia and Ctechoslo- 
vakta, two countries vitally concerned. 
This Idea was communicated to Cham­ 
berlain and to Mussolini, and It was under­ 
stood th at Cham berlain approved it.

Roosevelt’s proposal Into a four-power pri­ 
vate deal.

nailed down beyond chance of transfer to 
his Cabinet colleague, Harold Ickes. 
But 
other functions of the Departm ent

been left flapping in the breeze.

ample, no provision for the Forest Serv­ 
ice has been made in the new plan,

pite the historic fight between Agricul­ 
ture and Interior over its control.

service Is not connected with private farm 
lands, but with public lands. 
F. A. Sllcox, Chief of the Forest Serv­ 
ice, has long resisted transfer to the In­ 
terior D epartm ent, and last year declined 
Secretary Ickes’ offer of an A ssistant Sec­ 
retaryship if he would switch allegiance. 
Now it looks as lf the Sllcox agency

The Vienna Choir Boys, one of 
the finest musical organizations in 
the 
world 
shown 
in 
costume 
above, will present a concert at 
the William W. Oliver Memorial 
auditorium in 
the 
Junior 
high 
school Friday night, October 28, 
under the auspices of the National 
League of Community Concerts. 
A meeting of local members of 
the league will be

Choir 
Boys, Percy Granger, famous pi­

Founded in 1498 by the Emper­ 
or Maxmillan I, the singing unit 
so widely known today as the “Vi­ 
enna Choir Boys’’ (Vienna Saen- 
gerknaben), has an unbroken his­ 
tory. For several 
centuries 
the 
only duty of the Saengerknaben 
was to provide appropriate music 
in th e imperial chapel. It was, in 
fact, solely for this purpose that 
the choir was formed, and if Aus­ 
tria had not become a republic it 
is probable that extensive tours of 
the Vienna 
Choir 
Boys 
would 
never have been undertaken. 
Until 1918 the choir flourished 
only at home and under the pat­ 
ronage of the Hapsburgs. Legions 
of little boys had come and gone, 
thoroughly cared for if they were 
poor but having no special privil­ 
eges if they 
happened 
to 
come 
from rich families. Schubert was 
once among their number, later 
composing music 
especially 
for 
the use of his successors. Haydn, 
Mozart and Beethoven were other 
great composers who showed their 
admiration for the choir by w rit­ 
ing for it. 
Present Operettas 
The establishment of a school 
for the boys, their branching out 
from sacred music 
to 
perform­ 
ances of “ profane’’ little operettas 
like “Bastien and Bastienne” and 
“The Apothecary,’’ 
were 
logical 
developments. Meanwhile, all ex­ 
penses 
including 
bills 
for 
the 
boys’ education and maintenance, 
as well as 
pensions 
for 
those 
alumni entitled to such considera- 
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tion, were paid from the imperial 
treasury. In those days the high 
musical status of the choir and its 
world situation furnished a per­ 
fect example of ancient chivalry 
in art, with the protective attitude 
of the cultured patron on the one 
hand, and the willing service of 
the artist on the other. 
When the World 
war 
turned 
Austria into a republic, the choir, 
royalist though it was, survived as 
a private enterprise before it was 
taken over 
by 
the 
reorganized 
city government of 
Vienna. 
No 
longer bound 
to 
the 
House of 
Hapsburg, the Vienna Choir Boys 
could, and did, begin the series of 
tours which 
have 
carried 
their 
name into the musical capitals of 
the world, In groups of twenty 
they have 
travelled 
far 
afield, 
one such group visiting the United 
States and Canada for the first 
time in 1932. 
Since 
that 
date, 
American tours of the Viennese 
choristers 
have 
been 
annual 
events. 
Conducted by 
Victor 
Gomboz, 
the Vienna Choir Boys have, as 
usual, 
an 
extensive 
repertoire 
which ranges from classical reli­ 
gious music to secular and more 
modern part-songs, 
and 
one-act 
operettas which are given in cos­ 
tume.

Down Obstacles In 
Clearing of Land 


Crashing 
down 
stumps

young trees as it levels off fields, 
a tractor powered bulldozer is now 
at work clearing land for planting 
at the Sedenqulst farm on the old 
State Road near Ford River.

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Washington. 
Oct. 12— Consid­ 
ering the creeping terror* aroused 
in business by the anti-monopoly 
investigation, it is interesting to 
find an employe of Morgan, Stan 
ley and Company being considered 
for an investigator's job. After all. 
the underwriting house is an off­ 
shoot of J. P. Morgan and com­ 
pany. and the great parent bank 
is certain to be one of the princi­ 
pal topics of anti-monopolistic in­ 
quiry. 
Yet the investigating commit­ 
te e s securities and exchange com­ 
mission division is seriously think­ 
ing of asking Hilton Moore. Mor­ 
gan. Stanley's well known railroad 
expert, to head up the investment 
banking section of the committee 
stair. Chairman William O. Doug­ 
las of the SEC. who 
is 
usually 
thought of in Wall Street as an 
enemy of the whole Morgan con­ 
nection, has already been consult­ 
ed on the subject. And he has told 
his subordinates to 
try 
to 
get 
Moore if they want to. 
Knowing that 
Moore 
already 
has a job far better than the gov­ 
ernment can give him, and being 
diacouraged by many previous re­ 
fusals from similarly placed men. 
the investigators may never make 
Moore an offer. 
Probably 
Moore 
would refuse if the 
offer 
were 
made. 
But the fact that the offer is 
under discussion 
still 
remains. 
with all its simplicationa. The in 
vestigators are so anxious to do 
telling and scientific 
work 
that 
they w ill even go to the camp of 
the supposed enemy for competent 
assistance. 
Job Bogging 
Besides suggesting the probable 
character of the monopoly inquiry, 
the discussion of an offer to Moore 
illustrates another fundamentally 
important problem. 
There was a time, at the excit­ 
ing start of the new deal, when 
the government had only to crook 
its finger to get any talent it need­ 
ed. Then a continuous stream of 
young men and old, from industry, 
the universities and the profes­ 
sions, poured into W ashington to 
play their parts in the fascinating 
experiment. But now, the new deal 
seems to have only two years to 
run. Even the young graduates of 
the great law schools have ceased 
to enter the governm ent in such 
numbers, and mature experts like 
Hilton Moore have become all but 
unprocurable. 
The anti-monopoly investigation 
is now being really hampered by 
this scarcity of good volunteers. 
Being richly technical, it requires 
the best-trained minds. The origi­ 
nal plan was to get as many in­ 
vestigators as possible from busi­ 
ness and the professions, but it 
has been found necessary to go to 
the universities alm ost every time. 
For example, one of the most im­ 
portant posts, that of chief of the 
insurance study, 
has 
Just 
been 
given to Professor Donald Daven­ 
port 
of 
the 
Harvard 
business 
school. And m eanwhile the Job of 
counsel to the study is still going 
begging, although 
it’s 
probably 
the best spot for a lawyer iu the 
whole investigative set-up. 
Coming Collapse 
The scarcity of men technically 
equipped for the big inquiry mere­ 
ly dramatises the vital need for 
som e American equivalent of the 
British civil service. People who 
talk of “civil 
service'' 
in 
this 
country are under a sorry misap­ 
prehension as to the best meaning 
of the term. The British civil serv­ 
ice is not a hierarchy of bureau­ 
crats. recruited by successive ex­ 
am inations in 
pencil-sharpening, 
short-hand and government book­ 
keeping. It is a staff of independ­ 
ent, educated minds, recruited by 
exam inations testing 
the 
whole 
training, intended to weed out the 
men generally fit to handle large 
governmental problems. 
The volunteers of the new deal 
whatever their other defects, tem ­ 
porarily filled the gap left in the 
American government by the ab ­ 
sence of a civil service like tho 
British. For all their partisanship 
and their ax-grinding, 
the 
new 
deal volunteers have done a re­ 
markable technical job, wielding 
the vast new powers of govern 
ment without chaos, and spending 
the federal billions without scan­ 
dal of the Harding sort. 
Men like Bill Douglas at the 
SEC are now 
much 
preoccupied 
with the problem of replacing the 
new deal volunteers Douglas has 
a scheme for getting the larg*> law 
schools to send down their best 
men as “ aprentices'' for a year or 
so, with the best technical Jobs m 
the government promised to ihr 
successful candidates 
There are 
other schemes as well. 
But 
one 
thing is certain 
If 
government 
continues as complex as it has he- 
~nme, and if it is not managed by 
trained, disinterested minds, then 
government wil collapse under lib 
own weight.

for the funeral tomorrow. 
"If It were not for that, this 
would be about the happiest mo­ 
ment in my life,” he told assem­ 
bled newsmen. ‘‘Dad had always 
said he would live to see me a big 
league manager, but he didn’t.”

Babe 
Ruth goes out of

Richards’ plan, lf be can sell It 
to Big Bill, is a series of tennis 
exhibitions throughout every coun­ 
try in Europe except Germany, all 
the profits of which shall go to Til­ 
den. Enroute, Vinnie hopes to pick 
up several of the continent’s old 
stars and bring them back to the 
United States, too, for a grand pro 
tour to run in opposition to the 
Don Budge-Ellsworth Vines show 
now scheduled to open at Madison 
Square Garden, New York, Jan. 9.
